OF THE YEAR 


IS JUNE 21ST 


(By Oliver C. Larason.) 


Today, Juno Zl, is the longest day 


of 1910— about 15 hours long. As- 
tronomically considered, summer be- 
gins today and in about ouo month 
from now we may expect our warm- 
eat weather. 
For a similar reason, 


usually we huve our warmest part 
of the day two or three hours after 
noon. 
The sun now reaches 
the 


most northern point in the heavens, 
the summer solstice, and seems 
to 
stop and stare before returning 
southward, hence the name. 


The sun now passes around the 


earth directly over 
the 
tropic of 


Cancer, which In the western conti- 
nent passes over *he central part ol 
Mexico and just south of Florida. 
Our summers are longer than our 
winters because the sun is not in the 
center of the earth's ofcbit. 
We are 


about three million 
miles 
farther 


from the sun in summer than 
in 


winter — the 
obliqueness

sun's rays striking our north tem- 
pdrate zone overcomes the distance 
as to heat.

States senator, a secrtary of war and 
other men of standing making up the 
Ohio representation it could not have 
been otherwise.

W. L. Finley, who was also given 
honor in the suggestion that he was 
wanted in the organization of the 
national committee for the campaign, 
gave praise to Mr. Moore in certain 
terms. 
"This is the seventh nation- 


al convention I have attended," he 
said, "and this is the first in which 
Ohio has had any part in the pre- 
liminary arrangements. 
Ed. Moore 


is easily the biggest figure in the na- 
tional committee, and he is the first 
ommitteeman who has made Ohio a 
big factor." 


As the personal representative of 


President Wilson, Secretary of War 
Newton D. Baker 
was 
easily 
the 


dominating figure in the convention. 
In his own right he would have tak- 
en a prominent part as a delegate 
but in a more personal relation 
to 


the president he drew attention to 
Ohio granted to'no other state. With 
Senator Pomerene as a member 
of 


the platform committee, and 
with 


Former Governor 
Harmon 
making 


the speech seconding the nomination 
of the 
president 
came 
additional 


honors to the state. At his own re- 
quest Former Governor Cox was left 
off all committees, it being his own 
wish that honors be divided among 
others. 


It was conceded that in the Demo- 


cratic national convention at least, 
Ohio was there "with bells on." The 
honors were to the Buckeye state.

Historic Water Clock. 


In the days of the Roman empire the 


water clock was nothing more than n 
vase, with a small opening in the bot- 
tom, through which the water dripped 
at a known rate. This gave the name 
clepsydra, or water stealer, to the kliid 
of clock which preceded both the pen- 
dulum and the spiral spring. Of all the 
clepsydras of history the most remark- 
able was the one sent to Charlemagne 
by Haroun-al-Rascbid. It had twelve 
gales, behind which were us many 
brass balls as the number of the hour 
indicated. 
As the gate opened the 


balls struck the hour by falling on a 
metal base. At 12 o'clock tiny horse- 
men issued from all the open gates, 
made the circuit around the disk, put 
the balls back and closed the gates, all 
by means of the delicate and complex 
mechanism that was run by water 
pressure. It was a sample of tbe state 
of culture in Bagdad in 78G A. D.—St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat

There is much more chance also 


of the little girl's growing taller if 
her back is kept straight. 
If 
the 


back is held habitually straight even 
a short woman looks several inches 
taller than 
she 
really 
is. 
This 


straightness of the back includes its 
whole length beginning 
with 
the 


vertebrae at the nerk. If the shoul- 
ders are held rigidly back and the 
neck shoots forward from the fifth 
vertabrae, as so many necks do, .the 
carriage will be anything but grace- 
ful.When she writes or reads she mint 
not huddle forward in her chair, she 
must be made to sit erect. 
For this 


reason children should not be allow- 
ed to read in very large chairs, for 
in order to bend the knees over the 
front edge of the chair an utterly 
wrong position of the spine is taken 
against the chair-back.

The tabulated records of the deaths 


and injuries on July 4, 1915, show that 
over half of the Injuries In cities were 
n New York and Philadelphia. In the 
Jghty-four cities tabulated SOG persons 
were injured. Of these New York was 
responsible for 272 and Philadelphia 
or 280, making a total of 532 for these 
wo cities alone, while only 254 persons 
were Injured in the other eighty-two 
cities. In Chicago, which in 1907 had 
sixteen persons killed and 151 injured 
and in 1908 had twelve persons killed 
and 202 persons injured, there were in 
915 only eight Fourth of July accl 
dents. Curiously enough, however, of 
hese five were fatal, giving Chicago, 
n spite of Its remarkably low record 
or injuries, the largest number of 
[oaths of any of the eighty-four cities, 
Ive deaths in Chicago being half of 
he total number of fatalities in cities.

pearance. Those ridges were prolmbly 
formed by the Joint effect of winds 
and a gradually retiring sea. 
Accord- 


Ing to Captain Sturt, these waters wore 
gradually lost by evaporation or car- 
ried to some undiscovered son. 
The 


only vegetation, growing scantily, Is 
prickly ncnclns In full bloom, nil of 
Btunted growth. Water Is scarce ex- 
cept In the creeks which aro sheltered, 
and this Is generally brncklsh.

ing here today. 
The men, employes 


of the Alvarado Mining and Milling 
company of Parral, recently started 
toward El Paso, but were obliged to 
seek refuge in the mountains. 
In 


the party are T. G. Hawkins. Jr., A. 
YV. Morris, R. C. Higley. H. A. Huick 
and H. W. Collins. 
Officials of the 


company here express the belief that 
Mexican friends could be 
depended 


upon to afford them protection. 


With the exception of these five, 


the exodus of Americans from Chi- 
huahua was practically complete to- 
day, with the arrival of the eighth 
remaining members of the colony in 
Chihuahua City. 
All of them "told 


stories of a shortage of food and of 
increasing anti-American sentiment.

gods. 


"When a little over a century ago 


deep sections 
•ft-ere made for 
the 


sewers In Lombard street the lowest 
stratum wj^s found to consist of tessel- 
lated paveVients. 
Many colored dice 


were found lying scattered about, and 
above this stratum was a thick layer 
of wood ashes, suggesting the debris 
of charred wooden buildings. 


While building the exchange work- 


men came upon a gravel pit full of 
oyster shells, bones of cattle, old san- 
dals and shattered pottery. Two pave- 
ments were dug up under tbe French 
church in Threadneodle street, and oth- 
er pavements have been cut through In 
several parts of the city. 
The soil 


seems to have risen over Roman Lon- 
don at the rate of nearly a foot .1 cen- 
tury. Still further must the searcher 
dig to find the third London, the earlier 
London of the Britons.—London Chron- 
icle.
